Washington, Juno 6.— Serious com­ 
plications are expected with the ap­ 
proach of the steamer Antilla, bear­ 
ing a cargo of ammunition for the 
rebels, toward Tampico. 
The federals are determined that 
the arms shall not be landed and the 
United States repeatedly has asserted 
its desire that the port of Tampico 
be kept open. 
Adm iral Badger has been ordered 
to keep close watch on the Huerta 
gunboats at Puerto Mexico and A l­ 
varado. 
Information 
reached 
Washington 
that 
the 
Am erican 
schooner 
Sun­ 
shine from Galveston has landed am­ 
munition at Tampico for the Mexi­ 
can Constitutionalists without inter­ 
ference on the part of the United 
States or the 
Huerta 
government. 
It was received in official quarters 
here without commment. 
The presence of the Sunshine off 
Tampico with arms aboard consign­ 
ed to the Constitutionalists had been 
known 
to the 
Washington 
govern­ 
ment for several days. 
W ith 
the 
Cuban 
steamer 
Antilla 
en route from New York to Tampico 
with arms consigned 
to Carranza's 
forces there has been much specu­ 
lation as to what the United States 
would do in case the Huerta govern­ 
ment should attempt to blockade the 
port.

W ith reference to Tampico, how­ 
ever, the harbor is narrow and ac­ 
cess may be prevented by a single 
gunboat unless there should be in­

In diplomatic circles the belief is 
general that a decision on the part
